CUCAMONGA -- A study is 
being conducted to determine 
what affect smog has on grapes 
grown here, 

One finding so far shows that 
Smog Causes grape leaves toturn 
yellow, The research is being 
conducted bv the Statewide Air 
P<!tation Research Center at the 
University of California at River- 
side, 

Dr. Ray Thompson, a research 
biochemist, is the project leader, 

““We have found that in just 
one growing season the leaves 
of grapes growing at the Cuca- 
monga Winery Co, north of the 
San Bernardino Freeway have 
been yellowed by smoggy air," 
he said, 

“The damage to the smog-

The position a the 
Realtor or aher real es- 
tate broker is often lost in 
the controversy over so- 
called “‘open hous ing’’ le- 
gislation which is sup- 
posed (to give buyers an 
equal opportunity to buy 
any house that is forsale, 
regardless of race, color, 
religion or national ori- 
gin, 

Under lew in California 
the real estate agent has 
been prohibited since 1959 
from discriminating 
against anyone for those 
reasons, So has anyone 
else ‘‘in business”, He can 
be prosecuted in court, 
and fined $250 plus dam- 
ages if found gullty, In one 


case thie amounted to 
$1250, 

The Rumford Act, 
around which so much 


controversy has swirled, 
fs directed at owners of 
certain types of residen- 
tial -roperty. Generally, 
those who own apartments 
with more than four units 
or residential property fi- 
nanced through govern- 
ment-ingured loans (FHA 
and VA) come under it 
provisions, 


Realtors and other real 
estate brokers and their 
salesmen were not addi- 
tionally regulated by the 
Rumford Act, except that 
they come under the 
Clause that prohibiw aid- 
ing and abetting acts of 
discrimination by owners, 


These laws mean that a 
real estate agent can only 
follow the instructions of 
hia client, the property 
owner, and even then only 
if the inatructions are 
those allowed the client 
under law, 


The California Real Es - 
tate Association and all of 
the local real estate 
boards which make it up 
have taken this legal obli- 
gation and added ethical 
obligations in the form of 
a written statement. 
Called the Code of Prac- 
tices, the statement has 
been incorporated intothe 
by-iaws of every board of 
Realtors in California, 
Violation of the Code sub- 
jects the Realtor to dis- 
cipline by the board of 
‘Realtors regardless of 


any regal action which 
might taken against 
him, 

kk should be explained 
that the Code of Prac- 
tices only applies to Real- 
tors and their employees, 
The term Realtor can be 
wed only by a licensed 
real estate broker who is 
& member of the National 
Association of Real Es- 
tate Boards, his local 
board, and, in California, 
the California Real Es- 
tate Association, Not all 
real estate brokers, then, 
are Realtors,

a@f Practices fcllows:

Association Says 3 : 


Varicose veins is a pro- 
blem which troubles many 
persons, but it is one that 
medical science today can 
treat successfull 

These enlarged and dia~ 
torted veins primarily af- 
fect the legs and are a 
common complaint of both 
men and women, 

To inform the public 
about this subject, the San 
Bernardino County Heart 
Association is offering a 
free booklet which ex- 
plains how varicose veing 
develop and the methoda 
of treatment, 

Many pereons have va- 
ricose veine in a mild 
form and are disturbed 
only because the veins 
are unsightly, Most cases 
involve the surface veing 
which lie just under the 
akin and if there are no 
other complicationa, 
there is no serious health 
threat, 

When varicose veins 
become severe, it may be 
the result of a disease 
or injury involving deep 
veins higher in the lega 
or in the body, 

Doctora can treat these 
enlarged veins to make 
them less prominent and 
to improve the appearance 
of the legs, More impor- 
tantly, treatment can pre- 
vent the complications 
which sometimes develop 
when veins are neglected, 
HOW THEY DEVELOP 

Varicose veins develop 
when the valves or the 
walla of the veing are 
weak, Some persons are 
born with this condition, 
but it can occur through 
disease or injury, 

Some people with va- 
ricose veins do not have 
uncomfortable symptoma, 
but for others there are 
varying degrees of pain 
or discomfort such as a 
feeling of heaviness or 
fatigue in the lege, awel- 
ling and itching of the 
ankles, tenderness along 
the veing or cramps in 
the legs at night, 

Because these are al- 
80 symptome of other di- 

seases, the Heart Asso- 
ciation advises that per- 
sons always consult adoc- 
tor for a complete exami- 
nation, 

There are different me- 
thods of treatment, depen- 
ding on the individual pa- 
tient and how severe his 
case of varicose veins, 

The purpose of medical 
or surgical care is, first 
of all, tO prevent com- 
plications and to relieve 
pain and discomfort, The 
appearance of the | 
#o can be improved, al- 
though | not always to the 
patient’s entire satisfac- 
tion, 

In medical treatment, 
elastic stockings and 
sometimes elastic ban- 
dages are used, 

rgeons may operate 
on large varicose veins 
lying just under the skin, 
removing them by @ pro- 
cess known as stripping. 

The Heart Association 
booklet will explain what 
those with varicose veins 
should and should not do 

in their daily activities, 

The booklet is free at

AIRBORNE ILLNESS 


Along with back~-to- 
school problems, techni- 
color foliage and a quar-

About 95 million man 
days per year are lost

Early in 1968, several

in the Social Security law, 
Most notable were; Mak- 
ing more reasonable the 
requirements for paying 
children of deceased mo- 
thers, lessening the work 
required for a young dis- 
abled person, and provid- 
ing payments for disabled 
widows and widowers at 
age 50. 

Before these changes,

Social Security before age 
60 ufless she was c 
for a child under 18 re- 
ceiving payments. A de- 
pendent widower had robe 
age 60, But since there 
were many widows and 
widowers between the 
ages of 50 and 60 who 
were totally disabled and 
unable to support them- 
selves by working, there 
was a need for some bas- 
them through. This pro- 
them t This pro- 
tection was provided by 
the 1967 Amendments to 
the Social Security Act. 
Beginning February 
1968, the change provides 
for monthly payments to 
disabled widows or dis- 
abled dependent widowers 
who meet certain re- 
quirements: 


(1) Age 50 or over@~NV 


(2) Disabied within se- 
ven ears after the 
spouse's death. (In the 
case of a widow who had 
minor children and re- 
ceived Social Security 
payments for them, with- 
in seven years after her 
mother’s benefits ended) 
AND 


(3) The deceased hus- 
band or wife must have 
worked a certain length 
of time under Social Se- 
curity at the time of death.

Warning On 
Asian Flu 


California stands a good 
chance of encountering 
significant outbreaks of 
influenza this coming 
respiratory disease year 
from recent Asian (A2) 
influenza virus strains or 
from a new variant of 
Asian influenza virus, re- 
cently identified in Hong 
Kong, says Louis F, Say- 
lor, M,D,, State Depart- 
ment of Public Health Di- 
rector, Dr. Saylor said 
that no specific vaccine 
for the Hong Kong variant 
is presently available and 
there is no prospect that 
such a vaccine can be pro- 


duced in time for public 
administration this year. 


Immunization with the 
currently available com- 
mercial influenza vac- 
cines is now recom- 
mended only for older (65 
and over) and chronically 
ill individuals who carry 
the biggest risk of seri- 
ous complications or 
fatality from influenza, 
for protection against the 
usual virus strains, 

When influenza vaccine 
against the Hong Kong 
variant is available, pos- 
sibly early next year, re- 
commendations for a 
more general immuniza- 
tion program will be de- 
veloped. Immunization of 
the general public with 
presently available vac- 
cine is not recommended 
at this stage. 

The entire supply of 
vaccine in the US, is 
barely sufficient for the 
high risk groups and the 
degree of carryover pro- 
tection against the new 
strain is questionable, 

This is at present no 
indication of influenza vi- 
rus activity in California, 
Dr. Saylor said,
